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VFPuoou are carefully to diſtinguiſh between the 

nature of a Vagrant-Paſs, and an Order of Re- 
moval. The former ought only to take place, 
when the perſon has been convicted of an act 

of vagrancy, againſt the Laws, and againſt the 
Peace and good Order of Society. The latter 
may become neceſſary, either through una- 
voidable misfortune, or through the careleſs- 
neſs of Pariſh Officers ſuffering poor perſons to 
remain where they have no ſettlement, till they 
either become chargeable, or likely, or at leaſt 
| very liable to become burthenſome. You = 
be tempted to endeavour to ſave yourſelf much 
trouble, by obtaining a Vagrant-Paſs, and put- 
ting an innocent, but wretched family, whoſe 
principal crime is their poverty, into the cul. 
tody of a Peace-Officer, to be dealt with as 
delinquents. But this would be an act of fla- 
grant injuſtice, and would not be countenanced 
by any well-diſpoſed or well-intormed Magiſ-
